would become .effective. 
With the nation-wide campaign for 
the amendment beginning now, pro­ 
hibition leaders feel the moral effects 
of the campaign will be noticeable in 
congress as well as paving the way 
for favorable action by the states. 
The Massachusetts campaign is to 
ho the first cf a series which will be 
conducted in every state of the union. 
Three and hundred and fifty meet­ 
ings will he held in the Bay state. 
The campaign will be on in Illinois 
October 5 to 2d, with one thousand 
meetings; in Michigan, November 15 
to 22; Pennsylvania, December 7 to

He declared that SO yean 
Ego the delay of litigation was sched 
lied as one of the justifiable causer 
>f suicide. 
Although 
Judge 
Lamm's address 
was made in a light vein, he said one 
f the most important things to b€ 
done to relieve the present congested 
condition of the state courts was to 
abolish the unwieldy system of the 
supreme court and reorganize it in 
three divisions of three judges each. 
“The court should not be forced by 
the constitution'to write opinions in 
all cases and by the statutes to make 
written statements of all cases, and 
one of the first things done to relieve 
the tension should be the erasure 
‘rom the constitution and statutes of 
these provisions,’’ he said. 
He declared litigants who seek trial 
by jury should be made to abide by 
the decisions of the jury and denied 
the right of appeal. 
The 
Globe-Democrat 
of 
Friday 
morning paid Judge Lamm the follow­ 
ing compliment in its editorial col­ 
umns. 
under 
the 
caption, “Judge 
Lamm’s Suggestions:” 
“Special weight will be given the 
suggestions contained in the admir­ 
able address on ‘The Law’s Delays’ 
given by Judge Henry Lamm, chief 
justice of the .Missouri supreme court, 
before the Missouri State Bar associa­ 
tion because of the eminence of the 
speaker and the exceedingly practi 
"a1 character of the suggestions them­ 
selves. 
Chief Justice Lamm enjoyed 
a state reputation as a profound law­ 
yer, a finished scholar and a cultured 
rentleman long before his election to 
lie bench. 
But his reputation is now 
nation-wide, there being few jurists 
in all the country approaching him in 
public esteem. 
His retirement from 
the supreme court brings universal 
regret, mollified only by the know] 
edge that he will continue to give the 
public tho Denofit of bis ripe judg­ 
ment on large questions. 
His accept­ 
ance of the presidency of Hie State 
Bar association and tile free discus­ 
sion of judicial reforms in bis last 
address are tokens of this willingness 
to assist in a movement for which tile 
times are clamorous. 
“Judge Lamm recognizes the just­ 
ness of Hie 
complaint 
against 
the 
law s delays, a complaint which bad 
become a i roverb 
in Shakespeare’s 
time. He also has put his finger on 
the cause. Some of the reasons are 
the same human failings which gen­ 
erally retard the coming of the Mil­ 
lennium. Indolence 
insincerity, self­ 
interest and abuse 
of good nature 
enter into the problem. 
These 
can 
be corrected only 
by 
a developed 
public sentiment and a new sense of 
obligation on the part of bench and 
bar. 
Judge Lamm recommends few 
statutory changes. He would provide 
for reports which would fix respon­ 
sibility for congested 
dockets 
and 
thereby have a tendency to expedite 
justice. In arguing for publicity for 
such reports the judge said: 
“And 
why should not the governor or at­ 
torney general report 
the facts to 
me people? Do not the people out of 
their 
own 
pockets 
maintain

HELPING THE PASTURES OUT 


Sup; lemcntal 
Feed 
of 
Some 
K ind 
Must Be Furnished to Keep Up 
Milk Flow in Summer. 


In response to many inquiries. Pro­ 
fessor O. Ii. Nystrom. dairyman at the 
W ashing to ii state college, 
has pre­ 
pared the following statement: 
Each 
summer a large number of pastures 
dry up, or at lea; t begin to fail. 
In 
order to keep up the milk How some­ 
thing to help the pastures along not 
only shows in the milk pail but length­ 
ens the life of the pasture. 
< Tops that may br- ustii for this pur­ 
pose arc thousand-headed kale, peas 
and oats, vetch and oats, peas and 
barley, alfalfa, corn, and the clovers. 
I hose may be used either as soiling 
crops or as silage. 
Any of the root 
crops may also be used to advantage, 
if they are large enough for this pur­ 
pose so early in the season. 
ri he thoughtful dairyman prepares 
for this shortage of pasture by sowing 
these soiling crops each spring, at in­ 
tervals of from three to four weeks, 
and has 
them ready 
for the cows 
when needed. 
But lf these special 
soiling crops are not sown, any green 
tood that will be relished bv the ani­ 
mals is valuable to keep their diges- 
■*on in good shape aud stimulate the 
milk flow. 
I he summer silo Is probably the 
best solution of this problem of sum­ 
mer feed, for it enables the dairyman 
to harvest his crop at the proper time 
and then feed it out when needed in 
just as good a condition as when put 
into the silo. 
Concerning fodder corn for soiling, 
Professor Henry says: 
“On farms 
lacking summer silage, feeding corn 
forage in the green stage should be­ 
come general, for the reason that dur­ 
ing the late summer and early fall the 
pastures are often scant and animals 
forced to subsist on them suffer from 
lack ut’ sufficient food and can not do 
their best. 
An acre of ripened corn 
fed in early fall to dairy cows, which 
are otherwise on poor food, may so ad­ 
vance their condition as to return dou­ 
ble the value it would yield were it 
held over until winter and fed at a 
time w hen there is often a plethora of 
the same material.”

the cotton is not being moved.

Gradually the farmers in practical­ 
ly every community are beginning tc 
take personal interest in the matter 
of making the roads they are forced 
to use better and more fit for general 
travel all the year round. 
In 
those 
states 
where the road 
work is done by farmers and theii 
tt anis it is hard to get the labor done 
when the weather conditions are best 
says a writer in Farm Progress. They 
will not leave their fields to put in 
four or five days grading and level­ 
ing the public highways unless they 
are practically forced to do it. 
But there are signs of better times 
in the matter of country road build 
ing. 
I drove 20 miles and back a 
few weeks ago over roads that used 
to be impassable at that time of year 
for anything except a good strong 
team and a good wagon. 
Soft clay, 
soft soil and mud holes of infinite 
variety were its old-time characteris­ 
tics. 
I made the trip in a very ordinary, 
four-year-used motor car and drove 
the round trip in about three hours. 
Ender the old arrangement it would 
have taken all of one day and pos­ 
sibly part of the night. 
The road drags, just the ordinary 
old road drags made from split logs, 
made the difference. 
Something, and 
I believe it was the necessity of mak­ 
ing the road passable for the rural 
free delivery wagons, has made a big 
difference along the old road. 
We 
saw several road drags along the way, 
two or three of them in use, and the 
roads where they were passing were 
as smooth as a turnpike. 
Summer is the time to do really 
constructive road work.

Nearer Sum m er Conditions Are M ain­ 
tained Throughout Year Greater 
Will Be M ilkm an's Gain. 


With the advance of dairying natur­ 
ally comes the silo. 
Dairymen are 
well agreed that the dairy cow and 
the silo are inseparable. 
In summer 
nature provides the proper feed for 
our domestic animal, and the nearer 
that summer conditions can be main­ 
tained throughout the year the great­ 
er will be the milkman’s success. For 
this reason where cattle or sheep are 
wintered silage is almost indispensa­ 
ble. 
It is green feed, preserved in 
nearly its natural condition for its 
winter feeding. 
In a way silage may 
be called a canned feed. 
It is un­ 
doubtedly as superior to dry feed for 
cattle as canned fruit is to dried fruit 
as food for man. 
While fairly old in many states, the 
silo is comparatively new in the cen­ 
tral states. 
Naturally a few’ may be 
built that are not properly construct­ 
ed; hence good results cannot be ob­ 
tained. Of all farm buildings the silo 
is the one that needs the most careful 
construction, as the green corn will 
not keep in a poorly constructed silo. 
Before building the silo it is well to 
consider 
the 
different 
forms 
and 
styles of each, as well as the cost. 
Whatever type of silo the farmer 
chooses to build, six 
things 
must 
strictly be observed: 
The 
silo must 
be air 
tight, 
for 
where the air has access the silage 
will mold or decay, being in this re­ 
spect like canned fruit. 
The inside of the silo should be 
smooth, so that the silage will settle 
evenly. 
Rough projection to the in­ 
ner wall will prevent this even set­ 
tling, thus causing dead air spaces, 
which will cause the surrounding si­ 
lage to spoil. 
The walls of the silo should be 
strong, because the green feed is very 
j heavy and packs down solidly. 
This 
; creates a pressure that will burst the 
i walls of a poorly constructed silo. 
The silo should rest upon a solid 
foundation; 
otherwise the pressure 
will cause the silo to settle out of 
shape.

Jersey City, N. J., Sept. 25.—Ten 


gallons of nitric acid, spilled from a 


carboy to the lloor of the Erie rail­ 


road station in the commuters’ rush 


hour yesterday, gave off fumes which 


choked scores of persons to uncon- 


sciousess, made hundreds ill, stopped 


traffic in the Hudson tunnels for an 


hour and packed the 
station 
with 


thousands who verged on panic until 


a strong force of police quieted them. 


Not one of the throng sweeping 
through the station w'as touched by 
the acid as it bubbled and boiled over 
the stone flooring, giving off clouds 
of fumes. 
Two or three 
persons 
collapsed 
immediately, hut in most of the many 
cases of unconsciousness the poison 
acted as a slow agent. 
Iii several 
cases, women were stricken in ferry 
boats half an hour after they had in­ 
haled the fumes. 
In perhaps forty instances, persons 
into whose lungs the fumes had not 
been inhaled for 
several 
minutes, 
suddenly fell over unconscious. 
Four 
men and women aboard ferry boats 
on which were packed hundreds of 
hysterical passengers, to all appear­ 
ances became as dead. 
Their heart 
heats were 
no 
longer 
discernible. 
Physicians revived them by artificial 
respiration. 
Six persons were taken to hospit­ 
als. 
It was believed they w’ould re­ 
cover. 
Three of this number were 
taken to New' York hospitals from 
ferry boats on their arrival here. One | 
ferry boat had aboard more than two 
hundred persons made 
ill 
by 
the 
fumes. 
Most of these recovered with­ 
in an hour or so.
